Columbia, S. C., August 19.—(Special.)— 
Governor McSweeney two months ago re- 
duced the number of liquor constabies 
from sixty to thirty-five, and the exper- 
iment seems to have been satisfactory.

its from the sale of liquor through the 
dispensary. In view of this fact, if 
not on the higher ground that to sell 
whisky in any other way is a violation 
of law, I feel that you should, through 
your police force, put down the illicit 
sale of whisky, in your city or town. 
I desire to know if I can depend on you 
to see that the dispensary law is en- 
forced and violators of it are arrested 
and brought before the proper legal tri- 
bunals for trial. I ask you to aid in this 
matter and would be glad to have your 
views on the subject. 

“I desire to further reduce the con- 
stabulary force, and, if possible, to re- 
move them from the cities and towns, 
except it may be to ald the local police 
in working up special cases. If in your 
judgment your local police is unable 
to stop the illicit sale of whisky in your 
town, I would be glad to have you say 
so frankly. In that event I will thon 
know how to proceed. 

“I desire to have the dispensary law 
enforced, and shall spare no meaf.s with- 
I hope 
to have it done with as little friction 
as possible and by the ordinary legal 
machinery of the state. In case that 
cannot be done, then [I shall use the 
constabulary force with all the power 
given by the law. Our business is to 
see that the law is enforced. lf any 
city or town is unable to enforce the 
law and to stop the violations of it, and 
State canstables have to be gent there, 
1 shall recommend to the state board 
of control that the expenses of these 
constables be paid out of the city’s or 
town’s share of the profits.’’

Beau Hickman was known 4s 
prince of American bummers and was 
ten likened te George Brummell, 
renowned beau of England. Both were 
the proteges of generous patrons, and 
each preferred a life of prodigal gentility 
sustained by an ungrateful abuse of grat- 
uities. In their declining years fickle for- 
tune rewarded their unmeritorious lives 
with bitter penury and want, whilst they 
languished the miserable remnants of 
their useless lives, suffering a just morti- 
fication at the failure of the experiment 
of a questionable profession. 

Reau Hickman, or as he called himself, 
Robert S. Hickman, was a native of Mary- 
land, and was born in the year 1813. Hick- 
man was not his right name, he having 
family pride sufficient to assume that 
name when he left home in early life, 
F after having been guilty of some minor 
breaches of law governing upright and 
chaste society. His parents were well off 
and indulged him in almost every whim, 
and this proved the means of changing 
the entire tenor of. his after life. The 
young fellow had scarcely reached his 
majority before he was given his share 
of his patrimony and started from his 
home and. friends a prodigal wanderer, 
locating in Washington, where it did not 
take many months for him to success- 
fully squander about ten thousand dol- 
lars. His advent in Washington was in 
the good old days of the republic, before 
sectionalism had engendered such deadly 
antipathies; when Washington was the 
gay metropolis of representative aristoc- 
racy, and the statesman and sportsman

He was admitted into the most exclusive 
society; he dressed in the most approved 
elegance of the mode, and as a gentleman 
of elegant leisure and fashion he ranked 
first. With social functions and the race 
course his money was soon gone and he 
became a beggared bankrupt. He had de- 
termined upon a life of easy idleness 
and was constant to his purpose, adopt- 
ing a sort of vagabondish bohemian life. 
Possessing a remarkable memory of faces 
and names, he knew all the public men 
of his time, and would meet them fa- 
millarly and greet them by name.

Admittance 


OR, VISANSKA IS INDIGNANT 


Alleges That the Case Is One for the 
hespltal,

SAYS IT WAS CURABLE HEMORRHAGE 


Hospital Physician Holmes Took Dif- 
ferent View of Matter—Inter- 
pretation of Rules That 
Govern the Institu- 
tion Is an Issue. 


An open and emphatic protest has been 
raised by Dr. S. A. Visanka,. one of the 
best known physicians of Atlanta, against 
the rules governing the admission of pa- 
tients to the Grady hospital. 


action of the hospital authorities in re- 
fusing to receive in the wards a patient 
of his, Captain Handicott. of the Salva- 
tion Army, who is at present dangerous- 
ly ill, as the result of a pulmonary hem- 
orrhage, and who at the time the call 
was made on the Grady hospital was in 
imperative need of expert nursing. 

Under the rules of the hospital, cases 


of contagious, chronic, incurable diseases | 
cannot be admitted into the wards. When | 


late Saturday night, Dr. Visanka had per- 
suaded his patient that it would be better 
for him to go to the hospital, and the 
ambulance had arrived at the residence. 
0% E. Fair street, Dr. Holmes, who ac- 
companted the ambulance, declared upon 
examination that Captain Handicott had 
tuberculosis and promptly refused him 
admission into the Grady hospital. 

Whether Captain Hanhdicott has con- 
sumption or not, Dr. Visanka maintains 
is a point not material to the case. He 
insists, however, that his patient has a 
pulmonary hemorrhage, acute in its na- 
ture, which could have been easily rem- 
edied had the hospital authorities recog- 
nized this fact and carried the patient to 
the wards. 

Said Dr. Visanka: 

“Such a case as this one is admissable 
in the hospital. The disease is certainly 
acute and not chronic, I do not under- 
stand why Captain Handicott was not 
taken to the hospital at the proper time. 
I want it distinctly understood that my 
interest in this case is solely from the 
standpoint of humanity. The patient is 
nothing to me and I never expect to re- 
ceive anything for my services. 

“I served as house surgeon and physi- 
cian in the city hospital at Charleston, an 
institution of the same capacity as the 
Grady hospital, but I confess I never saw 
a@ case of this kind refused. 

“Hospitals are of course compelled to 
take consumption cases at times when 
they are accompanied by acute trouble 
that demand instant attention. If a man 
who is in the last stages of consumption 
should fall from the top of a building and 
break both legs, I do not anticipate that 
the hospital authorities would refuse to 
take the man down in the ambulance, be- 
cause forsooth, in addition to his imme- 
diate danger he Is afflicted with consump- 
tion. The case I have at present is anal- 
agous to the one just cited. I notified 
the hospital by telephone that Captain 
Handicott had an acute pulmonary hem- 
orrhage. 

Dr. Holmes, on examination, declared 
that the patient was afflicted with con- 
sumption, which I thought was imma- 
terial at this time.” 

Dr. Holmes’s Visit Saturday Night. 

Dr. Visanka stated vesterday that he 
was first called to see Captain Handi- 
cott Friday evening at 11 o'clock. He 
found on entering the room that blood 
Was spouting from the month and nose 
and had covered nearly the whole bed. 
The patient was in intense agony and his 
screams for a time excited the neighbor- 
hood. Dr. Visanka stated that it took 
enough morphine, hypodermically used, 
to kill an ordinary person, in order to 


Quiet the patient. The case was gradually | 
controlled in the course of a few hours | 


and by morning only a slight, occasional 


flow was noticeable. The physician staid | 
with his patient ail night and Saturday | 
rorning suggested to him that he would | 


be better om in the hospital, where he 
could get constant, expert nursing. The 


patient objected to being taken to the | 


hospital at that time 
Saturday night at 10:30 o’clock, Dr. Vi- 


Sanka was again called to the residence | 


on Fair street and found Captain Handi- 


cott in great pain, although the hem- | 


orrhage had ceased. Dr. Visanka stated 


that he found with him two soldiers of | 
the Sa'vation Army, neither of who | 
could give him the attention required and | 
he again urged the patient to consent to | 


go to the hospital. 


“I went to my home,” Dr. Visanka said, | 
“and called up Dr. Brewster at the hos- | 


pital and told him I had a case of cur- 
able pulmonary hemorrhage I wanted to 


sen] him for treatment. That hemorrhage | 
Was already controlled. The ambulance | 
responded promptly and the preliminary | 


examination by Dr. Holmes began. The 
doctor percussed and ausculated the chest 
and greatly annoyed the patient. His 
thumping caused Captain Handicott 
Great pain, and I saw each time that the 
Patient flinched under the taps on the 
chest. Dr. Hotmes then wanted to turn 
the patient over on his back to complete 
his examination, but this I refused to al- 
low and told him not to disturb the pa- 


tient any farther. That if he did not |

I again asked Dr. Brewster to take Cap- 
tain Handicott and keep him until he was 
over his present trouble—that the patient 
needed nursing he could not get at home. 

“I understood Dr. Brewster at this point 
to say: ‘Holmes did not exactly under- 
stand’, and that he would send for the 
patient next morning. I told Dr. Brew- 
ster I knew the horses had not been 
taken out yet and that it would be best 
to send for the patient at once. He re- 
fused to do this, however, and again 
Stated that he would send for the pa- 
tient in the morning. Dr. Brewster asked 
me if any one would take Captain Handi- 
cott back in a few days, in case he did 
not want to keep him. I answered yes.”’ 


Ambulance Did Not Come. 

Yesterday morning, according to the 
promise made by Dr. Brewster, Dr. Vi- 
sanska expected to see his patient re- 
moved from the Fair street residence, 
but he stated the ambulance did not 
come. 

Dr. Visanska said he was greatly irri- 
tated at the refusal of Dr. Brewster to 
send for the patient Sunday morning 
and could not understand why he had 
not done so, 

Yesterday, however, the patient was 
greatly improved and Dr. Visanska an- 
nounced that if the ambulance came at 
all, he would not give his permission for 
Captain Handicott to be removed. 

“I cannot understand such manage- 
ment,”’ said Dr. Visanska. “I have noth- 
ing against any one connected with the 
hospital, but it is the rules of the irsti- 
tution that I do object to. In the 
Charleston hospital, where they take 
tuberculosis cases, the death rate in the 
wards to the same mumber of patients 
will compare favorably with that at the 
Grady hospital.”’ 


Patient Talks of His Condition. 


Captain Handicott was seen at his 
home on Fair street by a representative 


| of The Constitution yesterday. 


The patient was found to be a man of 
splendid proportions, young and muscu- 
lar, and without the outward signs of 
consumption. He said he was twenty- 
five years of age. Being asked if he had 
ever been examined by a physiclan, he 
replied: 

“Yes, elghteen months ago, when I 
was commissioned I was examined and 
the expert at that time told me I was in 


. | perfect condition. I have been blowing 
Dr. Visanka is highly indignant at the | 


the cornet for three years and never no- 
ticed any trouble with my lungs.” 

Captain Handicott stated that he had 
gained weight rather than lost weight 
in the last six months. He said he was 
never afflicted with coughing or night 
sweats, common in persons having con- 
sumption. 

Captain Handicott was on the opinion 
that if he had consumption it was a 
matter of news to him. 

Hospital Authorities Talk. 

A Constitution reporter called at the 
Grady hospital. Superintendent Brewster 
and Dr. Holmes were not in. Dr. Mon- 
crief, however, was present and stated 
that he was familiar with the circum- 
stances of the case. 

“According to rules of the hospital we 
cannot take cases of tuberculosis,”’ said 
Dr. Moncrief. 

“We have no provision for such cases 
—no isolated wards, and it would be un- 
fair to the patients im the hospital to 
bring in a man suffering with consump- 
tion and place him in the same ward. 
We can only take acute curable dis- 
eases. 

“IT am familiar with the case of Dr. 
Handicott. Dr. Holmes reported the case 
to me and I’m satisfied that he was suf- 
fering with tuberculosis.” 

“But is not an active pulmonary hemor- 
rhage in itself, acute or curable?’ was 
asked. 

“‘Yes,”’ admitted Dr. Moncrief, ‘‘but in 
this case the hemorrhage was superin- 
duced by pulmonary trouble and we 
could not, under the rules, take Captain 
Handicott.’’ 

It was suggested that Dr. Visanska had 
stated that he only wanted the man to 
remain for a few days and that he had 
promised to have him removed at the 
end of that time. 

“We've taken cases of that kind, but we 
found that in instances they were not 
taken away when the time came ana they 
were left on our hands for long periods. 

“Why, if we'd take all the ‘chronic and 
incurable cases that apply for treatment 
the hospital would be overrun. 

“Personally, I think a provision for 
such cases would be a good thing—cer- 
tainly it would be a benefit to the young 
doctors in the hospital.”’

LEGAL OPINION ON 
LIGHT CONTRACT 


Can the City Make a Contract for 
Five Years? 


THE ATTORNEYS THINK NOT 


Messrs. King and Spalding Give 
Their Opinion on the Question. 


MATTER COMES UP THIS AFTERNOON 


Unless E. P. Ansley Gives Required 
Bond of $25,000 New Bids 
Will Be Called For. 


Can the city of Atlanta force Mr. Ans- 
ley to furnish a bond to comply with 
his bid for the electric lNghting? The 
question will be decided by the electric 
light committee today, and in the mean- 
time Mr. Ansley seems to have doubts 
about the matter and he bases those 
doubts upon an interesting legal opinion 
furnished him by his attorneys, Messrs. 
King & Spalding. This opinion was sub- 
mitted to the council committee on elec- 
tric jJights at its meeting on Satur- 
day. 

Mr. J. J. Spalding, who is Mr. Ansley’s 
attorney, js interested in having the pub- 
lic understand the grounds on which 
Mr. Ansley has taken the action he has, 
especially in view of the suggestion 
which has been thrown out that this 
Ansley bid was a straw Did. 

“Mr. Ansley is acting in perfect good 
faith,”’ said Mr. Spalding, ‘‘and every 
step he has taken has been after consul- 
tation with his attorneys. I am not in 
a position to reveal any further details 
of his business than have been given to 
the public through the usual channels; 
but I think this movement of his is far- 
reaching and important.’’ 

Mr. Ansley sent a copy of his attor- 
ney’s opinion as to the legality of the 
contract which the council proposes to 
make for the lighting of the city under 
this bid. His letter was addressed to 
Chairman Thomson, and in it he said: 
‘‘Before making the bond asked, I would 
be glad to have your opinion and that 
of the city attorney as to how the legal 
objections can be overcome.” 

The opinion referred to is highly in- 
teresting in view of the controversy 
which has arisen over this electric lignt- 
ing matter, 

After quoting various rulings on the 
question, the communication reads as fol- 
lows: 

Law on the Question. 

“Under the charter of the city of At- 
lanta taxes are levied for each year—the 
arsessment to be completed by and the 
books to be opened on February Ist. The 
taxes raised for such year are to be ap- 
plied to the payment of the debts and 
current expenses of the city of Atlanta 
for the latter half of the year in which 
the taxes are raised and the first half of 
the next year—that is to say, the taxes 
of 1899 are to be assessed and the books 
opened by February 1, 1899. The funds so 
raised by taxation are to be devoted 
to paying interest and current expenses 
for the city for the term commencing 
July 1, 1899, and ending June 30, 1900.

NO DELAY 1S ANTICIPATED 


All Members of Geuncll New Famillar 
with Ordinance, 


LIGHTING CONTRACT ALSO COMES UP 


Unless E. P. Ansley’s Proposition Is 
Accepted Chairman W. S. Thom- 
son Will Call for New Bids.

Last Night.

Officers Now Want Their Handcuffs 
as Well as the Prisoners. 


BLACKSMITH WILL HAVE TOBE APPEALED TO 


Prisoners Were Arrested for Guying 
Policemen Near a Negro Church. 
How Escape Was Effected. 


Three policemen are minus a pair of 
handcuffs, which were taken away last 
night by a prisoner who decided that leg 
bail was better than a night in the city 
prison. 

The escape of a prisoner ig not an infre- 
quent occurrence, but it is seldom that 
when one gets out of the clutches of an 
Officer he forgets to leave the handcuffs 
which were on his wrists, 

For several weeks there has been a 
class of negroes in the city known as “‘po- 
lice guyers.’’ They have a custom of 
standing on street corners and guying po- 
licemen whenever they see them in sight 
and are far enough away to keep from 
being arrested. 

This contempt for the officers of the 
law has provoked the police authorities 
no little, and orders wefe recently issued 
to catch the guyers and lock them up. 

Last night Officers Bankston, Arthur 
and Terry discovered a crowd of the 
guyers near a negro church on Auburn 
avenue, and they made up a pian of 
‘“sarcumventing”’ the enemy, as the Path- 
finder, in Cooper’s ‘‘Leather Stocking 
Tales,"’ expresses it, and thgy divided up 
and succeeded in hemming in the guyers 
and capturing two of them. 

The two were handcuffed to each other 
and left in charge of Officer Terry, while 
Officers Bankston and Arthur went to 
look for others. 

It wasn't thought possible that the 
prisoners would make a run while they 
were joined together, and do a Siamese 
twin act, and Officer Terry stood near 
the two negroes and watched them. 

The handcuffs were defective, and one 
of the negroes, a la Davenport Brothers, 
sipped the bracelet from his wrist and 
as soon as he did, both prisoners made a 
successful dash for liberty, one of them 
carrying the handcuffs with him. 

Chase was given, but the prisoners got 
away, 

The negro with the handcuffs fastened 
to him probably slept with them on last 
night, and this morning he will have to 
get a blacksmith to cut them off. 

The affair may be the subject of an of- 
ficial investigation, but it is not thought 
any blame will be attached to the officers, 
and beyond holding them responsible for 
the missing handcuffs, they will not be 
put to any further troW®ie about the 
matter.

His was 
the spirit of unselfishness; theirs of sel- 
fishness. The cross of Christ is the high- 
est manifestation of God to men, and 
it was Paul’s supreme glory. It was the 
theme of his preaching and writing; and 
it is a theme forever rich, beautiful and 
timely. What Paul said, every true min- 
ister and Christian can say in every age 
and place. 

The word “‘cross’’ is put, by a common 
figure, for the death of Christ on the 
cross. When, therefore, we speak of the 
cross of Christ we understand it 
tc His vicarious atonement with all 
tenefits.

Rev. L. B. Maxwell Delivers Forceful 
Sermon at the First Congre- 
gational Church.
